Designation of Luckie street as a 
traffic boulevard, unincumbered by 
trolley tracks, loomed Friday when 
it was learned that officials of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
are seriously considering removal of 


tracks on Laurkie street and establish-

Judge Meekins cancelled the bail 
of the three men and ordered thein 
taken to the -Tombs: until they can 
be removed to the prisons designated 
in their sentences.

TALE OF STRANGE FATE 
IS REVEALED BY DEATH 

Berkeley, Cal., February 11.—(?)— 
A tale of the strange fate of a. onc? 
famous scion of one of America’s old- 
est families, came to light today ‘in 
the. dispatches from Utica, N. ¥., re- 
porting that the body of Dr. George 
Hillegass had been taken from a pau- 
per’s grave and was to be brought to 
the San Francisco bay region for fi- 
nal sepulchre. 

Dr. Hillegass, one of the earliest 
settlers here, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California, and distinguish- 
ed in ciyie and medical life, dropped 
from sight in 1913. Old and broken 
and apparently penniless, he died a 
public charge in a Utica hospital in 
1925, and was buried in a public eeme- 
tery after efforts to locate friends or 
relatives had failed. 

Dr. Hillegass, one of the noted pky- 
sicians of his time, is credited with 
having given to the University of Cal- 
ifornia much of the land ineluded 
within the present campus, and hav- 
ing developed extensive holdings in 
other sections of Berkeley and Oak- 
land. <A Berkeley avenue: is named 
after the family. 

An extensive search was made fol-} 
lowing the physician’s disappearance 
in 1913. but proved unavailing. Then 
he appeared in Philadelphia in 1922 
as a witness in probate proceedings 
of the estate of Madaine Elmira -A. 
Boullet, a relative. Dr. Hillezgass was 
one of those mentioned in her will. 
The estate is a parcel of Oakland wat- 
erfront property which has_ since 
greatly appreciated in value. 


Early in 1925 when Dr. Hillegass 


j was picked up by the Utica police in 


a railroad station, a mysterious bit 
of human driftwood, he had holdings 
estimated at $150,000. 

The wanderings of Dr. Hillegass 
between 1913 and 1922,-and in the 
years between the time that he ap 
peared in Philadelphia, and his ap- 
pearance at Utica, aged, apparently 
penniless, disheveled and unkempt, 
are clouded in mystery that may nev- 
er be solved. There is no indication 
that he suffered a mental lapse of any 
sort or that he had any personal hab- 
its that would have caused the fall 
from his high state. 


STOKES TO SAIL 


Yachting Enthusiasts Will 
Tour World. 


Los Angeles, Calif., February 11.— 
(P)—Sylvanus Stokes, Jr.. wealthy 
yachting enthusiast, of Washington, 
D..C., and Newport, is in Los Angeles 
arranging for the construction of a 
sailing vesse] built on the Enes of the 
historic U. S. S. Constitution, to be 
used in a leisurely tour of the world. 

Collection of specimens of deep sea 
life will be a feature of the trip. A 
scientific institution will be asked to 
send representatives on the tour. 

Stokes was the owner of the former 
J. Sibley Watson yacht, Genesee, 
which was wrecked on a submerged 
reef off the Florida eoust in a hurri- 
cane more than a year ago. 


HUMAN HEAD SEEN 
FLOATING IN RIVER 


South Bend, Ind., February 11.— 
(?)—The story of a schoolboy that he 
saw « human head floating in the St. 
Joe river last Sunday, and the dis- 
covery of two shallow holes in a mar! 
bed in which parts of a body may have 
heen buried, were meager clues offi- 
cers had tonight as they sought to 
learn more of the headless body of a 
woman found in a cove of the river 
yesterday. 

Today’s search of the river's banks 
above South Bend was fruitless ex- 
cept for the finding of the two places 
in a mar bed which may have been 
used as graves. The theory is that 
the woman, who was about 30 years 
old, wa: killed following an attack, 
and that her body was then cut in 
two at th fifth rib, and buried. That 
portion of the body which was found 
—a part of the torso with legs broken 
at the hips, bent back to the thigns 
and tied with cord — probably was 
washed from its grave by high waters, 
officers suggest. 

Until the head and shoulders are 
found identification will be impos- 
sible in the opinion of Dr. Carl Rei- 
seis, coroner. For that reason he is 
permitting no one to view the body. 

An inquest will be held Monday. 
The autopsy already performed has 
revealed that one of the vital organs 
is missing and this has prevented 
physicians from determining whether 
the woman was to have become x 
mother.

minister oaths.

The market value of the Tiffany bus- 
iness is Lsagair gt at $30.000,000, based 
on a price of $2,500 for each share. 
The 12,000 shares of no par value out- 
standing are the entire capitalization. 
Originally the stock had a par value 
of $1,000. No earnings figures have 
been published for several years, but 
in 1922 profits were reported to be 
at the rate of about $100 a share.

Attache Fights | 
Police in Tampa 


Tampa, Fla., February 11.—())— 
Count Marcchi di Cellere, attache of 
the Italian embassy at Washington, 
was taken to police headquarters here 


today after an altercation: with three 
policemen at the South Florida fair 
grounds, but was released a few min- 
utes later after the local Italian con- 
sul had identified him. 

Police Lieutenant John Carter, who 
investigated the occurrence, said Count 
di Cellere appéared at the fair grounds 
and offered a traveler’s check in pay- 
ment for admission. The clerk at the 
box office window summoned the po- 
lice who questioned the count and sug- 
gested that he accompany them to the 
police booth at the grounds in order 
to establish his identity. 

At this point. said Carter. .Count 
di Cellere kicked one of the policemen 
and a free for all fight ensued in 
which the Italian nobleman was 
knocked down and suffered a black 
eye. He was then taken to police 
headquarters, where the local Italian 
consul identified him. 

Lieutenant Carter told the consul 
he regretted the incident but saw no 
reason why he should censure the po- 
liceman. Count di Cellere said he 
would not make any representatiens 
to the embassy at Washington and 
would consider the matter closed if 
the officer who struck him would apol- 
ogize. The count stated he came here 
from Cuba, having included Tampa in 
the itinerary of a vacation trip. He 
expected to leave the city tonight.

Santiago, Chile, February 11.—(> 
The policy of the new government 
headed by General Carlos Ibanez as 
premier is frankly opposed to continu- 
ation of “useless negotiations” for set- 
tlement of the Tacna-Arica problem as 
between Peru and Chile. 

A spokesman said today the ques- 
tion had been prolonged uselessly by 
former Chilean cabinets due to these 
negotiations, but that the new govern- 
ment intended to adopt “an absolute- 
ly contrary policy.” 

When questioned concerning reports 
that Chile was likely to annex the dis- 
puted provinces, the minister of for- 
eign affairs, Conrado Rios Gallardo, 
said there was no such intention, but 
he intimated hostility toward continu- 
ation of the present negotiations at 
Washington. 

Ibanez, war minister in the previous 
cabinet, took office Wednesday after 
announcing that bolshevism, facilitated 
by a weak government, had carried 
the country to “deplorable extremes” 
and that young blood was necessary.

There are some militant dry re- 
publicans in congress who do _ not 
scruple to accuse President Coolidge 
with growing lukewarmness toward 
prohibition. Of course, they say, he 
will continue to declare that “the con- 
stitution and the laws must be im- 
partially upheld.” That is a platitude 
gencrally accepted and they expect 
such expressions from any president. 
But they think he has left altogether

You have, I believe, declared 
yourself as opposed to compul- 
sory military traihing, stating 
that you “do not believe in com- 
pulsory military training any- 
where, least of all in educa- 
tional institutions,” and that no 
“boy ought to be compelled to 
take military training in order to 
vet a college education.’ 

I understand that there are 
plenty of American colleges where 
military training is not provided 
for. let alone made compulsory. 
and others wherein this training 
is provided for but is not com- 
pulsory. At 18 I went overseas 
with the first 50,000 of the A. 
EK. F. and saw much of the re 
sults of my own lack of prepara- 
tion and that of others. I know 
that you would not excuse mur- 
der, yet I saw men go into the 
lines so totally unprepared as to 
make the death of numbers of 
them a practical certainty. I do 
not blame those who sent them 
there—it was the old cry of 
“men’’—I do blame “peace at 
any price’ advocates who pre- 
vented their being properly 
trained on their arrival in France. 

I believe it is the privilege or 
duty of every citizen to do his 
share in defending his country, 
whether in the defense of terri- 
tory, honor or policies. He can ex- 
ercise that privilege preperly and 
at least risk of loss of life to him- 
self only through preparation, and 
that preparation need not make 
him war-hungry. If you will ask 
the men who actually fought in 
the last war and thereby had more 
training than is generally given 
today. I do not think you will 
find that they are anxious for 
new wars. 

I should be glad to have you ex- 
press your further views on these 
maiters. :

Mother was engaged in 
conversation with a caller and she 
tried hard to ignore the youngster’s 
conduct—you know how mothers hate 
to have their little dears misbehave 
before company. Well, this young 
rascal seemed to be just as. deter- 
mined to show up mother and he kept 
right on teasing. ,When this failed 
to elicit a response from mother the 
young neurotic rushed at mother and 
kicked her on the shin—not a diffi- 
cult target these days. 

Now right here is where mother 
made her big mistake in treatment |! 
have a lot of sympathy for her be- 
cause I know just how it feels to 
make a terrible mistake in Areatment. 
I am an honest doctor. 

What mother should have done 
when the young gentleman kicked her 
is instinctive and a bear training her 
cubs better understands her business 
than many human mothers do. The 
naughty boy’s kick pained mother, not 
anly mentally or morally, but physical- 
ly. Mother should have returned blew 
for blow, right then and there, only 
mother’s blow should have been just 
a little more vigorous, just a little 
more painful physically than the holy 
temror’s. There would have heen no 
disgrace in that; on the contrary the 
caller would have had more respect 
for mother if poor mother had shown 
her competence to handle such an em- 
barrassing situation. ¥ 

But, no, mother didn’t hand the 
young rascal a lusty wallop to subdue 
him then and there.

When a child deliberately mishe-

with the offense. Punishment is the 
infliction of pain or loss of one kind 
or another, and unless the penalty 
amounts to physical or mental pain 
or loss of privilege or pleasure, it ‘su't 
punishment at all. 


Many parents harbor a false no- 
tion that it is highly improper to 
punish a child in public. This is a 
serious misconception. If the child 
commits the offense in public the pnun- 
ishment should be immediate atid in 
due proportion with the enormity of 
the offense. For instance, if the child 
reaches or grabs for something when 
the parent has told him that it is 
wrong to do so and why it is wrong. 
then the parent should give the hand 
a sharp slap or the knuckles a sharp 
rap. This policy may give occasional 
embarrassment, but itisfar more sat- 
isfactory than the foolish policy of 
trying to get by without such a scene 
as the naughty Gerald staged for 
the benefit of mother’s visitor.

Philadelphia, February 11.—(/)— 
Making its first use anywhere for the 
instruction of medical students, an 
electrical stethoscope equipped with a 
loud speaker capable of magnifying 
heart sounds and murmurs so that 
they can be heard throughout k large 
auditorium, will be demonstrated be- 
fore a class in the University of Penn- 
sylvania hospital tomorrow. 

The electrical stethoscope, which is 
the outgrowth of seven years of re- 
search work on the part of the Bell 
Telephone laboratories, has been used 
since 1924 to magnify sounds coming 
from a patient’s chest and distribute 
them to individual receivers held in 
the hand of each listener. 


The student, after hearing the mur- 
murs and being told of the correct 
interpretation, will be better able to 


recognize similar defects in the hearts 
of patients whom he may meet later in 
his practice. 

Engineers of the Bell Telephone 
laboratories state that the energy aris- 
ing from the heart will be magnified 
10,000,000,000 times through the 
stethoscope in the test and that if the 
energy which is required to light a 
small pocket flash were similarly mag- 
nified, it would furnish more horse- 
power than is developed by all the 
electrical generating plants in the 
world.

ROSENBERG 
AND GRAHAM 
SUSPENDED 


New York, February 11.—In a 
sweeping decision, amidst threats of 
violence and lawsuits, the New York 
state athletic commission today sus- 
pended Charley (Phil) Rosenberg and 
Bushy Graham for one year, revoked 
the licenses of their managers, Harry 
Segal and Billy Parr, and indefinitely 
suspended Jess McMahon, matchmaker 
of Madison Square Garden. 

Tex Rickard himself was repri- 
manded. 

That was the punishment inflicted 
upon those allegedly cuncerned in 
framing a double contract for the 
recent Rosenberg-Graham fight, orig- 
inally planned as a contest for the 
bantam championship. According to 
Graham, he signed two contracts, one 
calling for him to receive 12 1-2 per 
cent of the receipts, the percentage 
awarded by law to the challenger in a 
championship fight, and another agree- 
ing to accept only five per cent, turn- 
ing over the balance to Rosenberg. 

Although such a secret agreement is 
nothing new to boxing, and has, in 
fact, been the practice on the occasion 
of numerous ehampionship fights, the 
state athletic commission not only in- 
flicted severe penalties upon all con- 
cerned but withheld a check made out 
to the order of Harry Segal, Rosen- 
berg’s manager, and ordered Jess Mc- 
Mahon to pay Graham the additional 
7 1-2 per cent which the Utica boxer 
had signed away before the match.

Lincoln's 
birthday anniversary is observed in 
many states as a legal holiday. Geor- 
gia day is not a legal holiday, but is 
observed as a special holiday the same 
as Arbor day. 

Mr. Land's letter, in whéch he tells 


it commemorates is as follows: 

“On February 12, 1733, Oglethorpe 
arrived at Yamacraw Bluff accom- 
panied by colonists who were the early 
settlers of the colony which after- 
wards became the state of Georgia. 

“The date, February 12, has been 
designated by the state legislature to 
be celebrated in Georgia schools as 
“Georgia day.” 

“In the early history of the state 
there is to be found romance, adven- 
ture and wonderful achievements of 
the early pioneers. It is more im- 
portant to know the history of one’s 
own state, and the achievements of 
our own people than to study the

On the 
other hand, the investor who looks 
first to safetq and buys with value 
rather than price in mind will rarely 
pick an unprofitable investment.
